Laurens  Andriesken  (Andriesen)  Van  Boskirk  came  from  Holstein,  Denmark,  in  summer 
of  1654/5.  His  name  first  appears  on  record  in  New  Amsterdam,  June  29,  1656, 
in  a  deed  for  a  lot  on  Broad  Street.  He  was  then  unmarried.  He  took  the  oath 
of  allegiance  Nov.  20,  1665.  Ho  married  Setp.  12,  1658  Jannetje  Jans,  widow  of 
Christian  Barentsen,  and  both  died  in  1694 • n

"LAURENS  ANDRIESSEN,  or  Laurens  Andriessen  von  Boskerk  (Buskirk) ,  was  from 
Holstein.  Tradition  says  he  was  Dutch  and  had  emigrated  from  Holland,  by  wa y  of 
Denmark,  to  New  Netherland  in  1655.  But  he  was  a  Dane,  and  had  gone  from  Denmark  to 
Holland,  and  thence  to  Net?  Amsterdam.  It  seems  that  he  was  in  Amsterdam  in  1654. 

On  July  15,  1656,  he  brought  suit  in  New  Amsterdam  against  Frerick  Adryaensen,  "his 
man"  who  "ran  away  from  him  last  Sunday  morning  without  either  words  or  reason,  and 
he  hired  him  in  Amsterdam  for  three  years  and  he  is  bound  yet  for  more  than  one 
year." 

Andriessen  was  a  tt/scner  by  trade.  In  the  records  he  is  often  called  Laurens 
Turner  or  de  Drayer.  In  the  suit  of  1656  he  is  called  van  Boskerk.  He  got  this  nano 
from  living  on  premises  by  a  church  near  the  woods.  He  seems  to  have  obtained  these 
premises  in  1656,  and  to  have  added  to  them  in  1659,  when  he  was  granted  land  by 
certain  church  wardens;  and  in  1660,  when  he  again  purchased  land  from  the  church 
wardens,  on  the  west  side  of  Broadway,  north  of  what  was  then  the  church  yard,  between 
Morris  and  Rector  Streets.  It  was  west  to  the  river,  43  feet  wide,  195  feet  long. 

He  built  on  this  lot,  for  which  he  paid  200  guilders. 

In  June,  1656,  he  bought  and  sold  lots  on  the  present  east  side  of  Broad  street 
and  south  of  Beaver  Street.  The  persons  with  whom  he  was  dealing  in  these  transactions, 
were  Lucas  Dirksen  Van  Berg,  Jochem  Beeckman,  and  Jacobus  Backer. 

On  December  12,  1653,  Andriessen  married  Jannetje  Jans,  widow  cf  Christian 
Barentsen.  Barentsen  vas  probably  a  Dane,  from  Holstein  (See  Excursus,  Part  II), 
and  Jannetje,  it  would  appear,  was  Norwegian.  For  in  "The  records  cf  New  Amsterdam 
April  3.1,  1653,  a  Christian  (Barentsen)  is  spoken  of  as  the  husband  of  the  "Nocrmun’s 
daughter". 

By  her  first  husband  she  had  three,  if  not  four-,  children:  Barent,  Cornells, 
Johannes.  In  her  second  marriage  she  had  four  children:  Andries,  Lourens,  Pieter, 
and  Thomas. 

*  Andries  was  baptised,  according  to  the  records,  on  March  3,  1659.  .  .  If  Andries 
was  born  on  March  3,  1659,  he  was  likely  the  son  of  Christian  Barentsen.  Andries  died 
in  Bergen,  New  Jersey,  1683. 

Laurens  married  Kendrick je  Van  der  Linden.  Kis  will  is  proved  in  Bergen  County, 

June  4,  1724. 

Peter  was  bom  January  1,  1666,  died  1738.  He  married  Trintje  Harmons e,  by 
whom  he  had  three  children. 

9  Thomas  aiarried  Margaret  Kendrick je  Van  dor  Linden,  died  1745.  They  had  ten  • 
children.

Laurens  Andriessen  acquired  much  land  in  Bergen  County,  New  Jersey,  and  became'  * 

'  influential  in  political  life.  .  .  He  often  served  on  juries.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Bergen  Court,  1677  to  1630,  president  of  it,  1631,  president  of  the  County  Court, 

1682.  He  was  also  for  several  years  member  of  the  Governor* s  Council. 

On  April  10,  1682,  he  obtained  a  patent  of  1076  acres  of  land  at  Hackensack, 

New  Jersey.  On  May  23,  in  the  same  year,*  he  obtained  a  deed  for  "half  a  parcel"  ci 
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land,  adjoining  Cornelis  Christians,  likewise  at  New  Hackensack,  and  "a  half  a 
meadow  lot." 

On  March  24,  1633,  he  was  appointed  Justice  of  Peace  of  the  Quorum,  for  the 
counties  of  Essex,  Middelsex,  Monmouth,  and  Bergen. 

The  will  of  Laurens  Andriessen  and  his  wife  is  dated  August  29,  1679.  It  was 
proved  March  19,  1693. 

Of  Laurens  Andriessen1 s  children,  Laurens  (born  1663) ,  represented  Bergen  in 
the  Fifth  Provincial  Assembly,  1709.  He  died  1724.  He  had  seven  children. 

Laurens  Andriessen  is  the  common  ancestor  of  the  Van  Busk irks,  well  known  in 
the  annals  of  New  Jersey  and  New  York.  His  great-grandson  Jacob  Van  Buskirk  born  at 
Hackensack,  in  1739,  probably  was  the  first  American-born  Lutheran  minister  in  the 
United  States.  A  descendant  of  his  is  Dr.  J.  Singmaster,  President  of  the  Theological 
Seminary  at  Gettysburg,  Penn."

Laurens  Andriessen  was  one  of  the  signors  of  the  petition  of  the  Lutherans  in 
New  Amsterdam  sent  to  the  Director  and  Council  of  New  Netherland,  requesting  that 
the  order  of  the  government  to  send  the  lately  arrived  Lutheran  pastor  Johannis 
Ernostus  Goetwater  back  to  Europe  he  revoked.  .  .  "

"After  this  date  Laurens  Andriessen  appears  no  more  as  a  resident  of  New  Amsterdam. 
It  is  probable  that  he  removed  to  the  vest  shore  of  the  Hudson  river  about  this  time, 
and  that  in  1662  he  purchased  a  tract  of  170  acres  at  Mingackwa *  .  .  "

.  This  tract  was  on  Bergen  Neck,  between  Cavan  Point  and  Constable’s  Hook, 
and  extended  northwest  and  southeast  from  Hudson's  River  to  Newark  Bav,  being  a  mile 
in  length,  on  the  northwesterly  side,  and  a  mile  and  a  half  on  the  southeasterly  side, 
and  half  a  mile  in  breadth.  The  locality  was  called  by  the  Indian  name  Mingackve,  with 
an  infinite  variety  of  spelling.  In  1683  it  was  incorporated  as  Greenville  township, 
which  in  1873  was  annexed  to  Jersey  City.  Here  Lourens  built  and  for  some  years  occupied 
a  house  on  the  shore  of  New  York  Bay,  near  the  present  Greenville  station  on  the 
Central  Railroad  of  New  Jersey.  .  . 

But  the  ownership  of  a  patent  carried  with  it  an  interest  in  the  common  lands, 
and  we  learn  from  the  r  eport  of  the  commissioners  for  dividing  those  lands  in  1764  that 
Laurens  Andriessen' s  share  on  that  account  was  designated  by  then  as  Let  No.  266,  on 
their  map  ..."

"...  Andriessen  appears  also  to  have  taken  up  or  acquired  a  lot  in  the  town  cf 
Eergen,  as  we  find  by  a  reference  in  a  patent  of  May  12,  1668,  from  Governor  Philip 
‘  Carteret,  for  Lord  Berkley  and  Sir  George  Carteret,  Proprietors  cf  New  Jersey,  in  which 
it  is  described  ..."

"Upon  removing  to  the  west  side  cf  the  Hudson  River,  about  1660-1662,  Lourens 
speedily  took  a  leading  part  in  the  affairs  of  the  region  of  his  new  home.  The  Schepens 
of  Bergen  in  1662  petitioned  the  Director-General  and  Council  of  New  Nether land  to  "have 
a  God  fearing  man  and  preacher,  to  be  an  example  to  and  teach  the  fear  of  God  in  the  conr-unity 
of  Bergen  and  its  jurisdiction."  They  submitted  a  list  of  the  inhabitants  who  were 
willing  to  contribute  to  this  end,  with  the  sum  promised  by  each,  and  the  names  of  nine 
other-  who  were  agreeable,  but  preferred  to  give  according  to  their  discretion,  among 
the  latter  being  Lourens  Andries.  .  •  (N.  Y,  Col.  Docs.,  XIII,  P.  233.) 

...  Of  the  twenty-one  signers,  Laurens  Andriessen  was  fourth;  he  was  one  of 
fourteen  who  did  not  make  their  marks.  • 

...  The  community  of  Bergen  having  unanimously  decided  to  errect  a  bloclliouse 
at  each  gate  of  the  village,  for  its  necessary  protection,  the  Court  aauthorized  and 
directed  sever,  of  the  principal  man,  among  them  Lourens  Andries  se,  "to  promote  each 
in  his  quarter  the  work  as  much  as  possible  and  to  take  good  care  of  it."  The  committee 
ordered  that  the  men  who  absented  themselves  from  the  work  should  pay  part  of  the  expens 
besides  a  fine  of  six  guilders  for  each  day  they  failed  to  report  for  duty.  This  action 
being  submitted  to  tne  Director— General  and  Council  of  the  Colony,  received  thej.r  hearty 
"approval,  praise  and  consent^."  February  21,  I664."

"Andries  was  again  summoned  as  a  juror,  Feb.  28,  1671-2,  at  a  special  court  held  at 
Elizabethtown,  try  commission  from  the  Governor,  to  try  eight  citizens  of  that  t-ovn, 
charged  with  riotinc,  or.

"A  distinguished  honor  befel  the  subject  of  this  sketch  in  the  following  March, 

1671-2,  when  he  was  selected  by  Governor  Carteret  to  serve  on  his  Council,  the  upper 
branch  of  the  Provincial  Legislature.  The  record  briefly  says: 

"A  Comission  bearing  date  the  Eighteenth  day  of  March  Anno  Don  1671  to  Mr,  Lawrence 
Andreson  of  Bergen  Esqr.  to  be  one  of  the  Councill," 

As  ve  shall  see  hereafter,  he  was  a  member  of  the  Council  so  late  as  1684,  and 
apparently  of  considerable  weight  in  that  body. 

He  had  the  distinction,  also,  of  being  the  first  person  to  act  as  Coroner,  in  Bergen 
County,  so  far  as  the  records  show.  .  .  "

"The  Dutch  having  reconquered  New  Netherland,  in  August,  1673,  the  inhabitants  of 
the  several  villages  in  New  Jersey  were  ordered  to  send  delegates  to  meet  the  Dutch 
Admirals  and  Council  of  War,  to  treat  for  the  surrender  of  the  several,  towns,  on  August  18, 
at  "the  City  of  New  Orange,"  as  New  York  had  been  re-named,  on  that  day 

Captain  John  Berry,  William  Sandfort,  Samuel]  Edsall,  and  Lourens  Andriesen, 
appearing  before  the  Council  request  that  they  and  their  plantations  may  be  confirmed 
in  the  privileges  which  they  obtained  from  their  previous  Patroons,  and  furthermore 
possess  unobstructed  their  houses,  lands  and  goods,  and  to  enjoy  such  further 
privileges  as  are  granted  and  accorded  to  all  other  the  inhabitants  of  A cater  Coil, 
lately  called  New  Jersey. 

The  Council  curtly  ordered: 

The  Petitioners  shall  enjoy  their  lawfully  acquired  houses,  lands  and  goods,  together 
with  such  privileges  as  are  granted  and  accorded  to  Iheir  neighboring  towns  of 
Achter  Coll.  What  regafds  the  privileges  obtained  from  their  previous  Patroons, 
the  same  is  denied  the  Petitioners. 

When  the  people  in  the  vicinity  of  Bergen  wanted  anything  from  the  new  Dutch  rulers, 
they  selected  Andreessen  to  represent  them.  Thus,  at  a  Council  held  in  Fort,  Willem 
Kendrick  (New  York),  June  15,  1674s

"As  a  member  of  the  Governor’s  Council  he  was  appointed  a  Justice  of  the  Peace 
and  one  of  the  quorum  of  the  Comity  Courts  of  each  of  the  four  counties  in  Ease  Jersey— 
Essex,  Middlesex,  Monmouth  and  Bergen,  such  appointment  being  made  March  24,  1682-3.  .  .

"...  Laurens  Andriessen  secured  a  patent,  dated  April  10.  1682,  executed. "By 
the  Right  Honorable  Phillip  Carterett,  Esqr  Govr  of  the  Province  of  East  N.  J «  By  Lady 
Elisabeth  Carterett,"  and  in  favor  of  "Mr.  Laurence  Anderson  of  Bergin  Gent"  for  .  .  . 

For  this  splendid  domain  Laurens  was  to  pay  the  Proprietors  of  East  Jersey  "yearly  on

"inaeed  is  mentioned  as  such  in  1670.  Whenlhe  Governor  was  about  to  sail  for 
Enols-nd,  in  July,  3.672,  Laurens  was  ono  of  the  signers  (June  15)  of  an  address  bv  the 
council,  expressing  confidence  in  the  Governor,  and  protesting  against  the  pretensions 
of  Capt.  Carteret  to  the  government  of  the  Province.  With  the  other  members  of  the 
Council  he  affixed  his  signature  (July  l)  to  the  commission  of  Samuel  Moore  to  represent 
the  Council  in  England,  whither  ne  was  bound  to  accompany  and  support  the  Governor.  On 
the  same  day  he  also  signed  a  letter  addressed  by  the" Council  to  the  Lords  Proprietors 
in  behalf  of  Governor  Carteret  and  against  James  Carteret.  He  appears  to  have  been 
continued  on  the  Council  during  the  whole  of  Carteret* s  administration,  as  we  find  him 
thus  referred  to  in  November,  1674,  and  he  was  again  commissioned  July  2,  1681.

1681,  July  2— Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the  Quorum,  Bergen  county. 
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Lord  John  Berkeley  having  sold  (March  18,  1673-4)  his  equal  undivided  one-half 
New  Jersey  to  John  Fenwick  and  others,  after  the  recession  of  Hew  Motherland  the  Duk 
-of  York  gave  a  new  grant  (July  23-29,1674)  to  Sir  George  Carteret  for  East  Jersey  al 
Fenwick  and  associates  retaining  West  Jersey.  The  division  line  between  the  two  trs 
or  Provinces  "was  agreed  upon  by  the  several  grantees  by  a  quintipartite  deed,  July  1 
1676.  Upon  the  death  of  Carteret  his  interest  in  East  Jersey  was  put  up  at  auction 
his  executors  and  trustees,  and  sold  to  a  company  of  speculators,  mostly  Londoners, 
became  known  as  the  East  Jersey  Proprietors,  whose  successors  and  assigns  are  to  this 
day  the  owners  in  fee  simple  of  so  much  of  the  soil  of  East  Jersey  (except  lands  under 
tide-water)  as  is  still  undisposed  of. 

The  administration  of  Governor  Philip  Carteret  terminated  upon  the  arrival  at 
Elizabeth  Town,  November  13,  1682,  of  Thomas  Rudyard,  the  new  Deputy  Governor  appointed 
by  the  East  Jersey  Proprietors.  One  of  his  first  acts  was  to  name  a  new  Council,  cn 
December  10,  1682,  Lawrence  Anderson  being  one  of  the  two  from  Bergen  county.  It  was  not 
until  the  twelfth  cf  February  following  that  the  Councillors  met  and  took  the  oaths  of 
allegiance  to  the  King  and  "to  bee  true  and  faithfull  to  the  Interest  of  the  Lords 
Proprietors  of  the  said  Province. **  The  minutes  of  the  Courifcil  show  that  Laurens  was 
regular  in  his  attendance  and  faithful  in  his  devotion  to  the  public  business.  His 
importance  in  that  body  appears  from  the  fact  that  he  was  frequently  named  on  committees 
to  confer  with  the  lower  house  of  the  Legislature.  The  Council  also  constituted  the 
Court  of  Common  Right  of  the  Province  (a  trace  whereof  remains  in  the  "six  judges  specially 
appointed"  of  the  Court  of  Errors  and  Appeals  of  our  State),  and  Laurens  sat  therein 
as  a  Judge,  when  occasion  demanded.

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lie  seems  to  have  been  a  man  of  some  prominence  in  his  neighborhood.  He 
was  appointed  a  justice  of  the  peace  and  an  associate  judge  of  the  court 
of  common  pleas  of  Bergen  county,  January  21,  1714-15;  he  was  again  appointed 
a  justice  of  the  peace  for  the  same  county,  August  25,  1725.  Moreover, 
he  figured  in  military  circles,  being  referred  to  in  1724  as  colonel. 

He  seems  to  have  become  interested  in  Hunterdon  county  lands  at  an  early 
date,  which  led  to  his  ultimately  removing  thither*  He  was  also  concerned 
in  the  opening  up  of  Morris  county  to  settlement,  as  appears  from  this 
advertisement,  in  "The  American  Weekly  Mercury, "  of  Philadelphia, 

August  20-27,  1724: 

To  be  sole  by  Col.  Thomas  Vanbuskirk  of  Hackensack  ... 

The  land  in  question  must  have  been  .located  about  Montville,  Moiiis(then 
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Hunterdon)  county# — N,  J,  Archives,  11:  82*  He  bought  from  John  Johnston, 

(  of  New  York  City,  by  deed  dated  June  3,  1718,  for  the  consideration  of 
220  pounds,  he  being  then  of  Eergen  county,  a  tract  of  land  on  Saddle 
river,  Bergen  county*-- -"West  Jersey  Deeds,"  Liber  F,  f.  128.  He  was  again 
appointed  a  justice  of  the  peace  for  Bergen  county,  August  23,  1725.  It 
must  have  been  later  than  that  date  that  he  took  up  his  residence  in 
Hunterdon  county*  On  the  occasion  of  the  baptism  of  two  of  his  children, 
in  the  Lutheran  church,  Col.  Abram  de  Peystor  and  wife  Catharina,  acted 
as  witnesses  or  sponsors,  by  proxy.  Col.  de  Peystor  was  a  prominent 
merchant  in  New  York,  and  also  figured  largely  in  the  military  and  political 
events  of  the  time.  The  fact  that  he  and  his  wife  were  willing  to  appear 
as  sponsors  for  Thomas1 s  children,  indicates  a  certain  degree  of  friendship 
between  the  two  families,  perhaps  founded  on  faithful  service  rendered 
by  Thoms  in  the  employ  of  de  Peyster,  or  perhaps  on  notable  military 
gallantry  displayed  by  him  under  the  doughty  Colonel  in  seme  of  the 
Colonial  wars.  In  his  will  (which  is  without  date),  he  describes  himself 
as  of  Riding  (Reading)  township.  The  will  was  proved  October  20,  1748, 
at  Trenton.  He  gives  to  his  wife  an  equal  share  with  his  sons,  of  his 
real  and  personal  estate.  He  names  children— John,  the  eldest;  Janetie, 
wife  of  Peter  Van  Orden,  to  have  a  trunk  that  belonged  to  her  mother; 
Gertruy,  wife  of  Wiert  Banta,  to  have  ten  shillings:  Andri.es,  Laurens, 
Abraham,  Pieter,  Isaac,  Michael  and  John  to  have  the  rest  of  his  estate;

"...  Lourens  Andriessen  came  from  Holstein,  Denmark,  to  New  Amsterdam,  where 
he  arrived  in  the  Bummer  of  1655*  •  • 


He  was  made  "Recorder  and  Marker"  for  Minkakwa,  April  6,  1670,  and  "marker- 
general."  for  the  town  of  Bergen,  October  8,  1676,  and  on  the  latter  date  he  was  also 
made  ranger  for  Bergen  with  the  power  to  name  deputies.  His  duties  as  recorder  and 
marker  was  to  brand  all  horses  and  cattle  feeding  on  the  meadows  and  common  pasturage 
lands,  and  as  ranger  "to  bring  all  stray  horses,  mares  and  cattle  in  to  a  place  of 
safety."  Ke  was  commissioned  a  deputy  to  the  Bergen  county  court,  February  16,  1677, 
and  February  18,  1680,  and  he  was  made  president  of  the  co’irt,  August  31,  1682.  he 
was  a  member  of  the  council  of  Governor  Carteret  after  March  18,  1672,  for  several 
years.  He  held  the  first  commission  to  administer  "Crowners  quest  law"  in  Bergen 
comity,  having  been  appointed  January  18,  1672,  to  hold  an  inquest  on  a  child,  who 
had  died  under  suspicious  circumstances.  On  January  6,  1676,  he  purchased,  with  other 
residents  of  Bergen  county,  a  large  tract  of  land  which  became  known  as  New  Hackensack 
on  the  Passaic  river  and  on  which  he  resided  as  early  as  1688. 


He  married,  September  12,  1658,  while  a  resident  of  New  Amsterdam,  Jannet je 
Jans,  widow  of  Chri stain  Barenton,  and  part  of  the  dower  she  brought  to  her  husband 
was  four  stalwart  boys,  her  sons  by  her  first  husband,  and  by  her  second  husband 
she  had  four  other  children.  When  he  settled  in  New  Jersey,  ho  added  the  name 
Van  Buskirk  or  Boskirck  to  that  by  which  he  was  known  in  New  Amsterdam.  The  acmes 
of  the  four  children  of  Lourens  Andriessen  and  Jannet je  (Jans)  Van  Buskirk  were:

Buskirk,  S,  32148,  as  requested  by  Miss  Bertha  F,  Wolfe,  of  the  Department  of  the 
Interior, 


From  the  papers  in  the  pension  claim  S.  32148,  it  appears  that  John  Buskirk 
(originally  Van  Buskirk)  was  bom  September  26,  1757,  in  Frederick  County,  Maryland* 

While  residing  in  Dunmore  County  (which  was  later  Shenandoah  County),  Virginia, 
he  served  one  week  in  1775  under  Captain  Jonathan  Clark  and  Colonel  Muhlenberg 
in  the  Virginia  Militia,  marched  against  Lord  Dumoore,  When  he  robbed  the  magazine 
at  Williamsburg;  and  in  1777,  three  months  under  Lieutenant  Abram  Byrd  and  Colonel 
Netherton  in  the  Virginia  Militia. 


After  which  he  moved  tc  Kentucky  and  in  July  1780  volunteered  and  served  three 
months  as  ensign  and  Lieutenant  under  Captain  Panne nas  Briscoe  in  Colonel  George 
Rogers  Clark5  s  Expedition  to  the  Falls  of  the  Ohio,  marched  up  the  river  to  where 
Cincinnati  now  is,  and  had  two  skirmishes  with  the  Indians. 

He  then  moved  to  "layette  County,  which  was  claimed  by  both  Virginia  and  Pennsylvania, 
and  served  about  six  weeks  under  Captains  Virgin  and  Pignon  and  Colonel  Hays, 


He  was  allowed  pension  on  his  application  executed  October  10,  1832,  at  which  time

he  was  living  in  Greene  County,  Indiana.  A  son,  Abram,  was  fifty-nine  years  old 
In  1832.  The  name  of  soldier5 s  wife  is  not  shown,  and  there  are  no  other  names  of 

children  given.
